Tur ferious apprehenfions, ex- 
preffed by Mr. Jefferfon in his Notes on 
Virginia, that ‘* imported foreigners would 
bring with them the principles of the gov- 
ernmeats they leave, or if able to throw 
hem off, it would be in exchange for an 
unbounded licentioufnefs ; and that they 
would infufe into our government their 
{pirit, warprand bias its direétion, and ren- 
der it aheterogeneous, incoherent, diftra&- 
ed mals ;’"—thefe apprehenfions, for the 
folid grounds of which he appealed to ex- 
perience, have fince yielded to an oppo- 
fite fyftem of politics. In his meffage to 
the Congrefs, December 8th, 1801, he 
fays; “ I cannot omit recommending a 
revifion of the laws of naturalization.— 
Confidering the ordinary chances ot hu- 

} man life, a denial of citizenfhip under a 
refidence of fourteen years, is a denial to 
@ great proportion of thofe who afk it; 
and controuls a policy purfued from their 
firft fettlement, by men of thefe ftates, and 
Rill believed of confequence to their prof- 
perity. And thall we retufe to the unhap- 
en atan diftrefs, that hofpitality 

ges of the wildernefs extend- 

ed to our fathers arriving in this land ? 
‘ya phreleng find no aflylum 
i 4he conflitution, indeed 
wilely provided, that, for admiffion 
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general charadier and capabilities of a 
citizen be fafely communicated to every 
one mantfefting a bona fide purpofe of 
embarking his life and fortune, perma- 
nently with us ?”’ 


I fhall forbear making any comments 
on the ftriking inconfiftency of thefe fen- 
uments of Mr. Jefferfon with thofe which 
he formerly avowed.—I fhall forbear to 
impeach his motives, or to urge the im- 
portant circumftance, that he has feen fit 
to declare a radical change of opinion ref- 
peéting the admiflion of aliens to the rights 
of fuffrage, at a time when there was much 
more rcal danger from thofe people, than 
at any former periods ; at a time, when, 
after ‘* throwing off the principles of the 
governments they left, they had a€tually 
exchanged them for an unbounded licen- 
tioufnefs ;’"—at a time too when thofe It- 
centious foreigners were to a man his de- 
clared admirers and partifans.—Pafling o- 
ver thefe topics, let us proceed to weigh 
the recent fentiments of Mr. Jefferfon in 
an even Balance. It they reft upon a folid 
foundation, they cannot be fubverted or 
weakened by free and frequent difcuflions ; 
while onthe other hand, if they be ill- 
founded and fallacious, it is the duty of 
every intelligent friend of the country to 
expofe their fallacy to the utmoft of his 
power ; efpecially as, coming from fuch 
high authority, they are received by mui- 
titudes of people with a feemingly impli- 
cit confidence, and have controuled & do 
‘tron! the politics of our nation, ina very 
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It is provided in the federal conftitution, 


no perfon fhall be a Senator who fhall not 
have been nine years a citizen of the Uni. 
ted States: and that no perfon, except a 
natural born citizen, or a citizen of the 
United States at the time of the adoption 
of the conftitution, fhall be eligible to 
the office of prefident. 

Now according to Mr. Jefferfon, baree 
ly manifefling a veal purpofe of embarking 
their lives and fortunes permanently with 
us, or of tettling for life in this country, 
ought to be deemed fufficient to entitle 
imported foreigners of all defcriptions to 
a participation of the rights of fu frage, 


4 and to every other privilege of citizens, 


except eligibility to the places of prefi- 
dent and members of the fenate and houfe 
of reprefentatives in Congrefs, from which 
they are exprefsly barred by the conftitu- 
tion. Thisis * buriling open to them the 
doors of public confidence” as completely 
and widely as poflible ; unlefs for their ac- 
commodation the conftitution itfelf fhould 
be altered : for furely it would require in 
many cafes, neither fourteen, nor five, 
nor two years refidence, to manifeft a 
purpofe of fettling in this country—a refi- 
dence of two or three weeks, with the help 
of certificates and vouchers, might give 
full fatista€tion to the predominant party, 
onthis point. And befides, it is worthy 
of confideration, shat, according to the 
rule of naturalization which our prefident 
has propofed, the very worft clafs of emi- 
grants would be earlier entitled to the 
rights of citizenfhip, than the beft ; becaufe 
there are none of them that can give fuch 
prompt and indubitable proof of ‘sa dona
